Theoretically, the Buez canal s & neutral
international highway, Actually, It is a Brit-
ish short-ent to India and Australla. To all
practical purposes the Buez is just as much
British In control as the Panama is American.
The Suer canal was bulit by France, but British
subjecta secured ownership of the malority in-
terests In 18756, In this connsction lat It be

. noted that British administrators, backed by a

British army, rule Egypt, through which thy
canal passes, and that Gibraltar, Malta, Aden

| and Cyprus, British strongholds, with the pow-

erful British fleet, close Suez in war (o any
anti-British powaer.

British-owned vessels pay tolls, but receive
rebates or subgidies from the government.

Great Britaln collects tolls from the ships of
every other nation using the canal, and most
of thess ships receive subaldies from their re-

cover the tolls. Bwaeden, Austrin and Rusais
go #o far as to specify that these grants are
made for no other purposs than to rebate tolls.
